SOME WAYS WITH CHOCOLATE. 


Chocolate is such a favorite with 


mod people that one never tires ot 
it In different comhinationa. Here are 
some new ones to try: 


Chocolate Pudding.—Take a pint of 


milk, a quarter of a cup of sugar, one 
egg, a tablespoon ful of flour mixed 
well with the sugar, a tablespoouful 
of chocolate and vanilla flavoring. Mix 
the flour and sugar, and add it to the 
well heaten egg; add the milk a little 
at a time, saving out a little to mix 
with the chocolate. 
Melt the choco- 


Inle over hot water. Add a little of 
the milk, and stir it into the first mix- 
ture. Stir constantly, and cook until 
smooth-, put a\yuy to cool and serve 
In glasses with whipped cream ,011 
op. 


Steamed Chocolate Pudding.—Melt 
square and a half at chocolate over 


steam; add a half cup of sugar, half 
cup of milk, an egg well beaten, a cup 
of flour and a teaspoon of baking pow- 
fler with a pinch of salt, one teaspoon- 
ful of melted butter. Steam ono and 


half hours. 
Serve witli a sauca 


made of powdered sugar, butter am] 
the yolks of two eggs. 


Another Steamed Pudding.—Cream 


three tahlespoonfuls of butter, add 
two-thirds of a cup of sugar gradual 
ly, and one egg well beaten. Mix and 
sift two and one-half cupfuls of flour 
four teaSpoonfuls of baking pow'der 
a fourth of a teaspoonful of salt. Add 
to the creamed mixture, alternating 
with one cup of milk, then add two 
ounces of melted chocolate. Turn into 
a greased mold and steam two and a 
half hours. Serve with the' following 
sauce: 
Cream a fourth of a cup of 


butter, add one clip of powdered sugar 
gradually, oiie-half teaspoon of van- 
illa and a fourth of a cup of heavy 
cream, beaten stiff. 


Chocolate Caramel Cake.—Mix to- 


gether the following ingredients: Two 
ounces of chocolate, one cup of sugar, 
one-half cup of milk, two cups of flour, 
a quarter of a cup of butter, two eggs, 
two teuspoonfuls of baking powder 
and a teaspoonful of vanilla. Bake in 
three layers. 
Caramel Filling—One 


and a half cupfuls of sugar, a half 
cup of sweet milk, a teaspoonful ot 
butter. 
Boil until it spins a thread, j 


then when cool, add a teaspoonful of i 
vanilla. 
|
